THE NEW TREATY. 
Wasuinetos, May 1.—Tue Joint High 
Commission reassembles on Wednesday, 
when the protocol, the- basis of the nezotia- 
tion, will probably be signed.

RE RBDUCTIORN, 

The act regealing the special and all license 
taxes, except those on. distilled spirits, malt 
liquors and tobacco, went into effect to-dey. 
It reduces mternal taxation according to the 
estimate when the law was passed last July, 
about twenty millions of dollars, and not 
three times that sum as has been published. 
Reduction in the tasiff, which was effedted in 
the same law, will fall far below the estimate, 

owing to the fact that the loss on the free list 
has been partially made up by an increase on 
other articles, but, notwithstanding these re. 
ductious, it is believed at the Treasury that 
the internal revenue will exceed, by fifteen 
millions, the estimate for the present fiscal

Kentucky is nothing as an isolated par- 
ticle. On the mighty current of revolution | 
which is sweeping over the land, threaten- 
ing to-engulf the liberties of the people, 
Keatacky is but a helpless piece ol timber, 
so end strong, but unavailing against 
the winds and the waves and of no ac- 
count except as a part of the ratt which 
patriotic men are striving to fasten to- 
gether. This: raft must be broad enouch 
and secure enough to carry the conserv- 
ative elements of the North and South, 
and it is with us tosay whether Kentucky, 
with its heart of oak and its capacity for 
usefulness and power, shall be made the 
_ beam to which all the other planks may be 
‘fastened, or whether it shall be 
another place and put as tak out of sight 

as prudence can devise. It cannot be de- 
nied that our strength has made us weak 
and in a manner disorderly. We owe our 
short-comings to the ignorant hardihood 
of numbers, not to viciousness or corrup- 
tion. We have erred in considering the 
great popular majority which we enjoy at 
home, instead of castmg our eye abroad to 
behold the struggling forces of freedom 
toiling up the hill’ Thus we have done 
much that we ought not to have done, and 
have omitted some things which we might 
have easily done. As matters stand, it 
must be owned that the Kentucky Democ 
racy is rather a burden to be carried than 
a staff to be leaned on by the Democrats 
of the cogntry at large; and this ciréum- 
stance should urge us to consider how we 
cam arrange our household so as to 
strengthen and encourage our friends in 
other parts of the Union most eifectively 
and most thoroughly. 

We have no pet plan of action or spe- 
cific measure to offer or to commend. It 
is thé moral, not the method, which. we 
desire to impress upon the gathered De- 
mocracy at Frankiort. They will spring 
from the hearts of the masses. They will 
represent the needs and wishes of the 
masses. They will be inspired by patriot- 
ism and guided by intelligence. 

It does not take the prophetic ken of the 
soothsayer to see that the path which lies 
before us leads into a misty gloom-which 
even the wisest of the soothsayers are un- 
able to pepetrate. Whether it will carry 
us into civil war,or whether beyond the 
darkness there is light, we know not. But 
the chair of state during the term ahead of 
us will not be a seat of down ora bed of 
roses. The force billand its companion, 
the general election act ot Congress, imply 
a deeply-laid and coolly-conceived and 
artfully-devised scheme of the Radicals to 
hold om to the power they have. It is 
the obvious purpose of the Administration 
to hedge the ballot-box round with con- 
venient statutory regulations and bayonets, 
and, by the aid of the myriads of office- 
holders who have been adroitly chosen for 
the purpose, to compel its own retention, 
‘having, by equally skillful and corrupt 
agencies, previously foisted itself on an
